How Mexico, in (raining Its now 


constitution, hit upon the advanced 
nnd enlightened measures relating lo 
labor nnd compensation IB one of lite 
Anomalies of modern IcgclBlatlon. Al- 
ihough the constitution contains many 
provisions with respect to the rights 
ot foreigners, teachers and me..ibers 
ot the clergy which are not found in 
'the taws of uny nation making preten- 
sions to advancement, the regulations 
,governing employment of labor are, 
tn many respects, several stops ahead 
of those ndoptc't by any country with 
Uic possible exception of Germany. 
:- The new Mexican constitution pro- 
vides an eight-hour day nuil a six-day 
week and prohibits women and chil- 
dren under sixteen from engaging In 
night work or any dangerous or tin. 
healthy employment. 
Children from 


twelve to sixteen are 
permitted to 


work but six hours a duy while those 
Under twelve afe tiot to bo employed 
Sn any capacity. The most remarkable 
of all the provisions Is thai relating to 
the wages of employes, for the Sttmn 
tabor there shall be no distinction in 
wages by reason of sex or nationality, 
thereby placing women on u parity 
with men In this respect.

Of this ?25 goes Cor his 
gun and $35 for his otic thousand 
rounds ot cartridges. 
The average 


life of u uniform under modern ser- 
vice conditions is very short; that ot 
the ordinary rifle is six months. In nil 
of the history of war there hits never 
been such it rapid exhaustion ut' all of 
the materials with which it Is made. 


"An Idea cnn bo gained of the Im- 


mensity of llio outlay required In the 
prosecution of a great battle by ref- 
erence to some of the 
figures from 


Verdun. A 75 centimeter gun can fire 
about 400 projectiles a day, Each of 
these projectiles costs approximately 
six dollars. Counting this and the ic- 
preclatlon of the gun. which Is particu-

"If the outlay In gun metal and pow- 


der In heavy, It Is no more so than the 
outlay tor materials demanded by tho 
present necessities of trench warfare. 
An officer who has studied this phase 
of the present war carefully, says that 
to put a trench In n state lit for occu- 
pation In winter requires a million and 
n quarter running feet of three by 
three tlinbor, thirty-six thousand run- 
ning feet ot corrugated Iron, six and a 
quarter million sand bags weighing 
one thousand tons, and twenty-four 
thousand standards and pickets. *o tho 
mll'e. In addition to this, nine hundred 
mites of barbed wire has to be used, 
weighing 110 tons. VVhen one stops to 
recall the hundreds of miles of trench- 
es which stretch across Europe In dif- 
ferent directions, and how often sec- 
tions of these trenches bavt: to tie re- 
built, he can gain same Idea of the tro 
mendous amount of material required 
lit their outlining. 


"Another picture of tho vnstness of 


the munitioning trade and tlic Immen- 
sity ot tha task of keeping the aimles 
In the Field 'and In lighting condition 
may be hud from the statement that 
there are now more than four thous- 
and controlled munition plants in 
Croat Urllaln alone 
Of these nine- 


toon out of iwenty never piotluced war 
materials before the war broko out, 
Thoy,employ nearly three million men 
and nearly three quartern of a million 
women.

first nine months o£ 1916 American ex- 
ports to tho Allied nations amounted 
to three billion and n quarter ot dol- 
lars as against thioa-quartcrs of a bll- 
lln dolluiH for all of the other ji.tltons 
of tho earth, belligerent :md neutral 
alike."
